FEE INCREASE 

As you know, prices have been on the rise lately; it seems everything is costing more. Unfortunately, 
the Board’s expenses have been on the rise as well, and, by law, the fees we collect must be adjusted 
accordingly. Effective October 30, 2022, License Renewal Fees were increased from $100.00 to 
$125.00, and Reactivation Fees shifted from $50.00 to $75.00. 


All current Geology licenses will expire April 30, 2023. If you wish to renew your Missouri license, you 
will need to complete your renewal form and pay $125.00 prior to April 30, 2023 to maintain an active 
Geology license. You may do this electronically or by mailing in a paper renewal form with a check or 
money order. 


There has been no fee increase to renew an inactive license, so if you currently hold an inactive license, 
you will renew by completing the inactive paper renewal form and paying the $50.00 fee (via check 
or money order) just as you have in the past. However, if you wish to reactivate your inactive license, 
as of October 30, 2022 you will need to complete the paper reactivation form and pay the adjusted 
Reactivation Fee of $75.00. 


The Board of Geologist Registration makes every effort to keep our costs, and yours, as low as 
possible. The last time there was a change in Geology fees was in 2014. It is our hope that there will 
be no additional fee increases for a long time. 


All Missouri licensed Geologists and Geologist-Registrants In-Training need to renew before 
the April 30, 2023 expiration date. You may register on-line at https://pr.mo.gov/renew-jetpay-stepO. 
asp or by mailing in your paper renewal form along with your check or money order. Once the April 
30, 2023 deadline is passed, on-line registration is no longer available. Licensees not renewed by that 
time may not practice in Missouri until a paper renewal and fee are processed. 


Please make sure you notify us of all changes in contact information, whether it is a mailing address, 
phone, or e-mail change. It is important we are able to contact you concerning upcoming renewals 
and any issues with your license. 


The Board sends out renewal reminders, but it is the responsibility of the licensee to renew on time. 
Per 20 CSR 2145-2.080: Failure of a registered geologist or geologist-registrant in-training to receive 
the notice and application to renew his/her license shall not excuse him/her from the requirement to 
renew that license.
